the Church of God Evangel was published. It 

has been a continuous publication since that 
date. The Evangel was by no means the first Pente- 
costal publication to be printed, for quite a number 
of such papers were printed at that time. These ear- 
lier periodicals bore such names as The Upper Room 
and Confidence, which largely centered around the 
Azusa Street outpouring in Los Angeles, The Apos- 
tolic Faith, The Bridegroom Messenger and others. 


For various reasons these earliest publications did 
not survive the test of the years. Other influential 
publications have come along to take their places. 
This leaves the Church of God Evangel as the oldest 
Pentecostal paper still in print today, having been 
published continuously since the date of beginning. 

The Evangel was begun in the very midst of the 
“latter rain” Holy Ghost outpouring. Only ten years 
had elapsed since the Holy Ghost. outpouring in 
Cherokee County, North Carolina, and only four years 
since the Azusa Street outpouring in Los Angeles. 
It became a voice in the wilderness when few persons 
were aware of the Pentecostal blessing and has for 
forty-seven years carried that message of power and 
hope to men. 

Since its beginning the pages of the Evangel have 
been dedicated to the testimonies of those whom 
God has blessed, particularly to those whom He has 
healed; to reports of the advancement of the kingdom 
of God, particularly to the efforts of the Church of 
God; to sermons that encourage faith and holy 
living, particularly those that summon the readers 
to deeper spirituality. 

The Evangel you hold in your hand today has a 
rich and worthy background. Our precedents are 
honorable and glorious. The Evangel must not be- 
tray the past. 

The Evangel must keep pace with the progress of 
the years. It must employ the latest and best journa- 
listic modes to carry its ageless message. It must 
take into consideration its day and not live in the 
past. It must be perpetually contemporary, and that 
is the mission to which its staff have dedicated 
themselves. 

Throughout 1956 the Evangel surveyed the past to 
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determine and to declare on what ground we siand 
and in what soil are our roots. In 1957 we look 
in the opposite direction—upward. The Evangel sees 
in the future opportunities, advancement, challenges, 
and promise as wonderful as any that the Church 
has experienced in the past. Pentecost must: be ever 
upward and ever onward. At the same time we must 
recognize that our progress can never surpass the 
guidance of Christ. What we do must at all times be 
under and after Him. We must recognize that in 
our frailty the only progress that has been made, 
that is being made, or that can be made must be 
“under Him.” A bright day is in the future for the 
Church of God and the rest of the Pentecostal work. 
The Evangel is determined to be a strong and clear 
and pleasing voice that heralds and reports and re- 
cords the progress of that day. 





ARRANGEMENTS have been completed 
for some of the most stimulating features ever printed 
in the Evangel. It is too early to announce the exact 
date or their appearance, but they are now being 
prepared. We plan a special series of pictorial profiles 
on our Church work. In the series we will feature 
the work being done in metropolitan, suburban, com- 
munity, and rural areas. 

Another feature we are enthusiastic about is a series 
on Bible prophecy. This timely series is one of the 
most provocative and yet lucid that the editor has 
ever read. 

Still another added feature will be a forum of 
public opinion on the problems of modern Christian 
living. The work on this feature is already well- 
advanced and has gained widespread enthusiasm. Be 
sure to watch for it. 

In this present issue we are beginning a new page 
entitled “Spreading the Flame,” which will highlight 
our evangelistic efforts. A similar page devoted to 
the music of the Church will be coming soon. 

Other outstanding features are now in process, 
but it is still somewhat premature to mention them. 

The Editorial Department covets your prayers on 
this our 47th birthday. Please pray for us that God 
will guide us in producing that which will benefit 
the Church and exalt the kingdom of God.

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SALVATION?

Paul and Silas were kept asked a very im- 

portant question, “Sirs, what must I do to 
be saved?” Yet,.I dare say some of you suppose 
that it was very unnecessary for him or anybody 
to ask such a question. Whether you think it un- 
necessary or not, if you are an unsaved person, you 
need salvation as much as a baby needs milk. I know 
that it is unfashionable nowadays to talk about sal- 
vation as man’s need. Just what is it to be saved? 
It is a deliverance from the perils of Satan. We all 
need that safety. From the Garden of Eden sprang 
forth sin into the life of every human born of earthly 
parents. Only salvation through Christ can eliminate 
this curse left upon us; “whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life’ (John 3:15). 
Yes, salvation means that you are safe. Salvation is 
our deepest need. I cannot understand why so many 
go on all their days paying no attention to that 
need.

Others may ask you to come 
and be baptized or tell you not to be troubled about 
such whims, but just make the best of it, and jump 
the life to come. Godless philosophy or narrow eccle- 
siasticism may confront you, but Christ is the true 
One that must be accepted in every life. Christ came 
to deliver you from sin’s punishment and power. You 
trust the banker with your money, the doctor with 
your diseased body, but do you trust Jesus Christ 
with your soul? To really live is to give Christ your 
life. We all want to live. When Queen Esther stood 
before Ahasuerus, her request was, “Let my life be 
given me at my petition, and my people at my re- 
quest.” 

Do you need salvation? “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life” (John 3:16). Without Christ in your life 
you are in more danger than you would be if someone 
stood over you with a knife in his hand about to 
take your life. 

According to Acts 17:30, God calls all men to a 
saving knowledge of Him. Lift your heart and soul 
to Him, because “it shall come to pass, that whosoever

(Acts 2:21). “If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 

To be really saved, you must be willing to give 
up all sinful habits, even to hate sin as you would 
a poisonous snake. If you can see a ray of hope 
through salvation, then “walk while ye have the light, 
lest darkness come updh you” (John 12:35).

leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it” 
(Matthew 7:14). Therefore, “strive to enter in at the 
strait gate: for many, I say unto you, will seek to 
enter in, and shall not be able” (Luke 13:24). “Let 
not sin therefore reign in your mortal body” (Romans 
6:12) “for the wages of sin is death” (Romans 6:23). 
Do not, like Felix, put off Christ for another day; 
“boast not thyself of tomorrow; for thou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth”. (Proverbs 27:1). 
“He, that being often reproved hardeneth his neck, 
shall suddenly be destroyed, and that without rem- 
edy” (Proverbs 29:1).

6:2). 

If you will only say yes, your need of salvation can 
be supplied through Christ, “for the grace of God 
that bringeth salvation hath appeared to all men, 
teaching us that, denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world” (Titus 2:11, 12).

Scripture the prophet Isaiah sees a vision of a 

messenger coming upon the mountain with a 
message of peace and deliverance. He sees God bring- 
ing forth His people again to their own land and 
reigning over them. 

Another meaning is assigned to our text, and that 
is the Messianic promise. Christ Himself was to come 
to give peace, not to one nation or people, but to who- 
soever will. In the fullness of time Christ came. The 
four Gospels are filled with mighty works that He 
did. The peace that the prophet spoke about flooded 
the hearts of those who followed Him. He fulfilled His 
mission in this world and on the eve of His departure 
He commissioned His followers, the nucleus of the 
Church, “Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” 

They were also commanded to tarry in Jerusalem 
and wait for the promise of the Father. The Church 
was endued with power and that power was divine. 
While the power is divine, it has to work through hu- 
man agencies. What man can do, he must do. God 
freely furnishes the divine power; man must provide 
the outlet. If the Church’s part is properly executed, 
God’s part will never fail. The strongest element of 
power is the gospel. It is our most potent weapon. 
Paul writes, “For I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ: for it is the power of God unto salvation to 
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“every one that believeth; to the Jew first, and also 


to the Greek.” 
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“How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of 
him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace; 
that bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy God reigneth!” 
Isaiah 52:7. 


We are to work in every conceivable way to spread 
the gospel. More and more we see the emphasis placed 
on the written word. This is fast becoming one of the 
most powerful ways of spreading the gospel. As early 
as 1910 the Church of God saw the need of spreading 
the gospel through the printed word. 

On March 1, 1910, our first Evangel was published 
with the express purpose of keeping our people up to 
date on the work of the Church, to carry announce- 
ments from the general overseer, sermons by the 
preachers, and testimonies by the members. God has 
graciously blessed this work and the Evangel has 
grown from its humble beginning to the high place of 
honor it now holds. And rightly so, for it has not 
swerved from its original purpose. Down through the 
years it has been a source of strength and inspiration 
to its many readers. 

Our Church has grown. It no longer counts its mem- 
bers only in the few states surrounding our General 
Headquarters. There are churches in every part of 
the United States, on the isles of the sea and in many 
foreign countries. The Evangel has been that connect- 
ing link between the churches. It is that vital connec- 
tion that causes ministers and members, though they 
be in some remote corner of the globe, to feel that they 
are a part of this great organization that is spreading 
the glorious gospel of Christ. 

How it thrills our hearts when we hear of many 
receiving Christ because of some article found in the 
Evangel. I remember reading of one sister who ac- 
cepted Christ at two in the morning after reading an 
article by Brother F. J. Lee. J. H. Ingram, our veteran 





missionary and world traveler, testified that it was 
through this medium that he was brought into the 
Church. 


A GREAT MAN ONCE SAID, “To have 
one’s pages alive the author must be alive himself, 
constantly acquiring fresh thought.” If that be true, 
then surely those that are responsible for our Evangel 
have been busy. The issues of the seventieth anniver- 
sary series have been some of the most blessed issues 
that I have read. They were outstanding in their pres- 
entation and most informative. Because of these is- 
sues, many of us know far more about the Church in 
general than ever before. 


One of the most challenging issues of the whole 
series was the Pioneer Issue. After reading how these 
stalwart men and women, in the face of such severe 
persecution and adverse circumstances, stayed true to 
their convictions, I am more determined to hold high 
these lofty ideals for which they so bravely lived and 
died. It is well for us to reminisce, to remember from 
whence we came, to realize that the same God thrat 
stood by Brother Buckalew, Brother J. B. Ellis, Brother 
Barnett and others too numerous to mention, is with 
us today. It is He that will, through His Son, lead us 
on to victory. 

Another outstanding issue was the one dedicated to 
the Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Band. The ladies have 
stood faithfully by the Church through all these years. 
They have served wherever called upon. To my knowl- 
edge this was the first time that an entire issue was 
ever dedicated to them. 

Of vital interest in the home were the Lee College 
Issue, the Bible School Issue and the one dedicated 
to the youth of the Church. Through these our chil- 
dren were made aware that the Church realizes their 
needs and understands their problems. 

The Evangel has always been a source of comfort 
in the time of illness. Many have read the glowing 
testimonies of how God heals and have had faith 
generated in their hearts so that they, too, were made 
whole. There is no better literature to take with you 
as you visit shut-ins. Only a shut-in knows the true 
value of the printed word. Being denied the privilege 
of assembling with the saints, they often hunger for 
a gospel message or to hear the testimonies of the 
saints. 

As the Spirit must take the words of the minister 
and quicken them to the hearts of the hearers, so 
must: the Spirit quicken the printed word. The ser- 
mons may be eloquent, the testimonies inspirational, 
but without the quickening power of the Holy Ghost 
our efforts are futile. Our leaders are conscious of this 
and through the years they have gathered together 
to pray and ask God’s blessing upon the printed word, 
that as it goes forth it will accomplish that which 
pleases Him. May each one of us, as members, pray 
that God will richly bless our Evangel, that wherever 
it goes, in the home, the hospital, the prison, whether 
here or on a foreign field, it will continue to publish 
peace and good tidings, and to witness everywhere 
that our God reigneth. 











“My son is now, after his exe- 
cution, a greater comfort to me 
than when he lived.” 

Mrs. H. C. McDonald, mother of 
Corrie van der Bank, who on the 
eighteenth of February, 1956, was 
executed in the Central Prison, Pre- 
toria, sat in an armchair in the 
sitting room of her home in Geduld 
Township, Springs, when she said 
these words. to me. 

“We visited him regularly in the 
prison meaning to comfort him,” 
she continued, “but in reality he 
was the one to comfort us and 
to give us fresh courage. The 
change that was wrought in him 
after his conversion in the con- 
demned cell, was simply unbeliev- 
able.” 

*_* * 

I visited Mrs. McDonald last Sat- 
urday after Pastor W. R. Andersen, 
of Springs phoned “Die Brandwag” 
in connection with the article in 
last week’s edition. 

Pastor Andersen referred to the 
article, “Four Wait Together to Pay 
the Greatest Price,” and said that 
the article created the impression 
that Corrie van der Bank, was 
completely indifferent to sentence. 
“This, however, is not the case,” 
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By W. R. Andersen 


he said. “Corrie came under deep 
conviction and truly repented of 
the deed he had done. He died as 
a true Christian.” 

I visited Pastor Andersen in 
Springs, where he gave me infor- 
mation concerning the past life of 
Corrie van der Bank. 

“I knew Corrie since his child- 
hood days,” he said. “He caused 
us a lot of trouble and never heed- 
ed our good council. He was often 
out of work, and was also im- 
prisoned for the theft of a motor- 
cycle. Whenever you spoke to him, 
he never could look you in the eye, 
but always looked at you in an 
underhanded way. 

“On November 11 last year he 
was condemned to death. Two days 
later I received a message from 
him, asking me to visit him. 

“On the morning of November 14 
I entered the prisoners’ visiting 
room, where I stood waiting in 
front of a row of bars. Corrie van 
der Bank was brought in a little 
later and was placed in one of the 
wire cubicles behind the bars. 

“I did not recognize him immedi- 
ately. There was an unknown glow 
on his face. His hair was neatly 
combed, and he looked me straight 


in the face. I asked, ‘Is that you, 
Corrie?’ 

“He answered, ‘Yes, Pastor, it is 
I and yet it is not I. I just called 
you to tell you that I am a new 
man. I have accepted Christ and 
I am completely ready to die. The 
Reverend Mr. de Wijn, a missionary, 
asked me yesterday morning if it 
was well with my soul, and it was 
the turning point in my life.’ 

“Corrie was baptized in jail, and 
he wrote the following letter at 
my request.” 

* * * 
Dear Pastor Andersen, 

I should like to thank you for 
your visit and write you the testi- 
mony of how Jesus Christ saved 
my soul. I hope it will bring others 
nearer to God. 

I thank God in the name of 
His Son Jesus Christ that He still 
gives me the power to tell the world 
of His love and grace, and how 
Jesus saved a poor sinner like me. 

Since my childhood days my 
mother taught me about Jesus and 
continually God spoke to me but 
I would not listen. In my thirteenth 
year I ran away from school and 
began attending bioscopes and 
worldly pleasures that drew me fur- 
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ther away from Jesus. At last in 
1949 my parents sent me to the 
trade school at Potchefstroom. I 
stayed there until 1951, and then 
I ran away from there, too. I fell 
deeper into the power of Satan, 
and I stole my brother’s gun to 
take my life. I thank God that 
He helped me there, although I 
did not know that Jesus was with 
me. He kept me from taking my 
life. 

The Lord helped me and I got 
a job at the Grootvlei mine, but 
still I did not listen to the voice 
of Jesus. In 1953 I became ill and 
stayed in bed for six months. Doc- 
tors sent me from one hospital to 
another. I then went out of my 
mind and was sent to a mental 
home. My parents took me there 
and I spent another two months 
in bed. Again God was merciful 
to me and healed me through His 
power and love, when Pastor Cooper 
prayed for me. If only I had then 
given God the glory—but no, I fell 
still deeper into sin and with my 
sick leave pay bought a motorcycle 
and went tc Port Elizabeth where 
I smashed it completely. Back to 
Springs I went and became a tramp 
and went to Durban where I re- 
ceived cuts for stealing a motor- 
cycle. Once more I went back to 
Springs and got a good job at the 
East-Geduld mine, and worked 
there for almost a year. Last year 
in March I bumped into a horse 
and was unconscious for five days. 
The day I left the hospital my 
father passed away. Still I did not 
turn to God, but went deeper into 
sin. I mixed with bad women and 
smoked dagga till I committed 
murder on June 11, 1955. 

Nobody knew who killed the na- 
tive women, but my conscience wor- 
ried me so that I wrote to the 
police and told them who it was. 
I was arrested and was in jail five 
months awaiting trial. I prayed 
God to save my life instead of my 
soul. Brothers and sisters, during 
this time I went through hell be- 
cause I did not have Jesus. In No- 
vember, 1955, I received the death 
sentence. I was asked if I had 
made right with Jesus Christ. Still 
in my sin I answered that God 
had punished me too severely and 
that I would not pray again. Oh! 


the terrible loneliness was like hell 
the first three days in the con- 
demned cell. Then Jesus Christ sent 
one of His children to me; Mr. de 
Wijn told me the story of the thief 
on the cross when Jesus died for 
our sins and that Jesus told him 
that He would take him that same 
day to be with Him in paradise. 
It was the Sunday afternoon, No- 
vember 13, 1955, at half past one 
that I confessed all my sins to God 
and asked Him to forgive me. Jesus 
then came into my heart and filled 
me with His Holy Spirit and saved 
my soul. 

Oh! Brothers and Sisters, how 
great is God’s love, and I thank 
God in Jesus’ name that He saved 
my soul and gave me eternal 
life. From that time I longed for 
more of God, and Jesus answered 
my prayers so that I was even 
baptized here in the Central Prison 
by Pastor de Bruyn. The Bible 
teaches us in Romans 6:4 that we 
are buried with Him by baptism 
into death; that like as Christ was 
raised from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life. 

Tomorrow, Saturday at half past 
nine, my physical body will die on 
the gallows, but Brothers and Sis- 
ters, I am now so near to God, and 
I know that tomorrow morning 
through the grace of Jesus Christ 
I will be with God in heaven. I am 
so glad that Jesus Christ poured 
out His Holy Spirit also on me, 
and that I accepted Jesus as my 
personal Saviour and I thank God 
in Jesus’ name that He forgave a 
guilty sinner like me and cleansed 
me through the blood of His Son 
Jesus Christ. I cannot describe the 
joy, the power and peace of Jesus 
Christ in my heart, because it is 
too wonderful. I can’t wait for to- 
morrow the eighteenth of February, 
for I think only of the joy that 
I will have with God through Jesus 
Christ. 

Friend, don’t you also want to 
be a child of God? Accept my coun- 
sel, because I know what sorrow 
and grief one can go through with- 
out God. But now that I have al- 
lowed Jesus to come into my heart, 
I live no longer, but God lives in 
me and whether I live or die, I 
always belong to Jesus. We read 





in John 3:16, “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” 

In this verse we see how won- 
derful the love of God is in His 
Son Jesus Christ, because He did 
not spare even His only Son. God 
sent Jesus Christ to this. world to 
redeem sinners like you and me 
with His blood, by laying down His 
divine life on the cross. 

God raised Jesus Christ from the 
grave because death could not keep 
Jesus. Jesus appeared to His dis- 
ciples and ascended to our God in 
heaven where He is now sitting at 
the right hand of God, interceding 
for us. 

Brothers and sisters, Jesus is 
coming soon to judge the world 
and Satan will be cast into hell 
with all the unsaved for eternity. 
Do you not want to come: to Jesus 
now? Tell Him all about your 
troubles and sins, ask Him to come 
and dwell in your heart and for- 
give your sins. The minute you do 
that, Jesus will save your soul. 

I am leaving this world with joy 
in Jesus Christ because I know to- 
morrow I will meet God the Father 
and His Son Jesus Christ in heav- 
en. May the one who reads this. 
testimony realize that Jesus is wait- 
ing with a heart full of love and 
of mercy for him, and that he 
must return to God and he will 
find peace in Jesus as I have found 
peace in Him.”

Pastor Andersen afterwards took 
me to Mrs. McDonald. She told me 
that her son spoke to the other 
three men who were condemned 
to death with him, and that he 
was such an inspiration to them 
that they also were converted.

Corrie van der Bank died on the 
gallows at the appointed hour. Be- 
fore death he observed Communion 
with Brother De Bruyn, and im- 
mediately before he mounted the 
gallows he sang a chorus of vic- 
tory and cheerily said good-bye. 
The jailor himself said that he was 
convinced that Van der Bank was 
a Christian and was truly ready 
to die.
